POWERFUL LYING—THE CAREER 
OF THE “REY. JOSEPH 
T. INMAN.” 


(Cong. ejational st.) 

‘The wonderful life power inherent in 
some forms of lying has had striking illus- 
tration lately in the case of that “Ray. 
Joseph T. Inman,’ known to a few parties 
in New.-York as T. M. Allison, who has 50 
long impudently advertised his nostzums 
from the “Bible House,” where he never 
hada .1oom. ‘The thing became such a 
nuisance that the Bible Rociety secured a 
perpetual injunction against Allison’s fur- 
ther use of its name in his advertisements. 
The Post Office authorities at ‘Station D” 
also withheld for a time the stacks of money 
letters addressed to the ‘‘ Rev.,”’ and tried 
hard to check the swindle, but they were 
defeated in'the end. In the midst of all 
tliese movements,-one Dr. McAllister, who 
had for years had a small medical practice 
in Brooklyn, died in that city, and the fact 
came ont that he was the ‘Rey. J, T. In- 
man,” alias Allison. He was well con- 
nected, and his own family and friends 
disclaim all knowledge of his connection 
with this business; though how they could 
account for his extravagant style of living 
on the income from his little practice re- 
mains a mystery. et: 

In the ‘legal proceedings instituted by 
the Bible Society, Allison, as he was then 
called, acknowledged that he had received 
not less than $250,000 by his advyertise- 
ments. Nor did he blush at the confession 
that he had never been a ‘missionary,’ 
had never seen “South America,” had never 
known such a person as the Rey. J. T. In 
map, and that the whole story told in _ his 
circulars was pure invention.

United States,among the leaders inthonght, 
to seo if something cannot be done to save 
honorary degrees from the disrespack, into 
which they have not undeseryedly fallen in 
that country. There are upwards of 300 
colleges and universities, each of which as- 
sumes the right to confer degroes, though 
some of them forego its exercise.

A ZOUAVE REGIMENT, 


The Witness says information has beon 
received in Montreal to the effsct that the 
Minister of Militia had given permission 
for the organization of a Zouave Rogiment 
of volunteers in the eastern part of that 
city. Lieut. Col. D’Orsonnes, the Brigade 
Major, was interviewed and stated that the 
application for the formation of another 
regiment had come from represeatatives of 
tho best and oldest French families in the 
city,” and tliat the original idea was to 
form a Zaave Regiment, the men to be 
clothed in Oxford grey, with black facings, 
but from present appearances the Minister 
of Militia would not allow them to have the 
uniform they asked for. However, the 
Minister had granted tho other things re- 
quested in the application, one of which 
was that he (the Brigade Major) skould 
hold his position, and at the same time be 
permitted to act as ccionel of tho regimont 
for six months. 

Should the Miuistor of Militia refuse to 
consent the Zouave uniform being worn 
it is doubtful whether the regiment will be 
formed. The colonel at censiderablo length 
explained the sentiment which prevailed 
among the French Canadians in regard to 
the Zouave uniform which moreover was 
more adapted to tho build of the French 
Canadian than was the British uniform, 
Ho thought that the concession, in the mat- 
ter of uniform granted the Fusiliers of 
Scotch descent was little less than that 
asked by the French Canadians. If grant 
ed it would, he said, create a renewed in- 
terest among French Canadians in the yol- 
anteer movement, and they would ba bet- 
ter soldiers on that account. They dosired 
something distinctive, and that obtained, 
would work to place themselves in the van 
in friendly rivalry with the English speak- 
ing volunteers. He thought the French 
wanted an officers’ moss where they could 
creditably entertain visitors, and this the 
Proposed officers of the regiment would 
sustain well.

“APTER MANY DAY’ 


In the upper part of Jones County, Georgia, 
near the Ocmulge River, there is a portion of 
territory which has received the name of 
“‘Africa,? on account of the moral darkness 
prevalent there. While canvassing it recently, 
Tcalled at the house of aman named Hamm. 
ond, and sold him a family Bible, after which 
he told the following story, which I give as 
nearly as I can in his own words: * In the 
year 1845, asI was sitting out there on tne 
piazza, a man came up to the Steps and asked 
me it I had a Bible.

Bnt ashe passed through the gate he laid a 
Bible down on the corner of the fence, though 
Idid not know anything of it until about an 
hour afterward, when a neighbor camo, called 
me out to the gate, and while we walked. saw 
the book in the corner of the fence and asked 
what it was doing there. I answered that I 
supposed it was'a Bible left by the fellow that 
came along, but that I did not want it and 
would not have it, and if he was near I would 
maul him good for leaving it. My neighbor 
persuaded me to take it into the house, which 
I did after awhile, and laid it on a shelf out of 
the way and never thought any more about it. 
One Sunday morning, several years afterward, 
my wife and children went off to spend the day 
with a neighbor, a mile or two from here, and 
left mo home to keep house. After a while I got 
lonesome and began looking about for some- 
thing to pass away time. Presently I saw the 
book that man left in the corner of the fence. 
I began to examine it, as I did not know what 
was in it, for there was very little preaching u 
here in those days. ‘I soon became interested 
and read it all day till my family came home 
in the evening. I then put it away but resolved 
to read more of it whenever I could without 
letting anybody know it. Tho more I read it 
the more I liked it, and scon came to the co:+ 
clusion that it was a most wonderful book, nud 
told my wife so. She asked me to read it to 
her and the children, and they used to like for 
me to read to them of Moses and Joshua, the 
children of Israel and Samuel: After a while I 
thought it meant me in ita desciption of some 
of thie characters, and I did not like it so well ; 
but did not give up reading it, on account of 
the children, for every night they would rather 
round me and ask me to read ‘some more in 
that book.’ After a while I was convinced that 
I was a sinner, and bad need of a Saviour, and 
that Josus Was that Sayiour, and that he died 
fer me. I read the writings of John, and he 
wrote on Love and said that ‘God is Love.’ 
And my dear. sir, I soon found peace, | and’ 
what was bettor, I had the pleasure of secing 
almost all my children converted. Somo. of 
them have passed away, I truly believed they 
died inthe tdiumph of a living faith; aad by 
the grace of God I will meet them by-and- 
by."—Buble Society Record.

A METHOR WORTH TALKING 
ABOUT. 


A Chinaman at Virginia City, Nevada, 
lately read to a credulous reporter an ac- 
count from a Chinese book of a wonderful 
imeteor that follin Olina many years ago, 
n the province of Che Keang.

‘ STRETCHER’ HIMSELF. 


The following is a verbatim report of the 
extraordinary utterances of the Premier of 
England in reference to the state of Canada 
and the United States: 

‘The Earl of Beaconsfield said—I know it 
may be said that, aftor all, we don’t fear 
the competition of Europe, but we do fear 
the competition of America.” (A Voice— 
Hear, hear.) Wo are told thatour present 
agricultural system has failed in conse~ 
quence of sustaining threo classes. That 
18 & complete fallacy. Whatever may be 
your tenure three profits must be obtained 
from the land; and the question arises 
whether it is not better that the profit 
should be represented by three classes than 
one. I hear every day that itis impossible 
to compete with America. (Hear, hear.) 
There may be other causes which haye 
prostrated our energies at the present mo- 
ment, I will not give any decided opinion 
npon the matter, It is a singular circum- 
stance that at this moment the groatest ap- 
prehension is felt in the United States that 
they cannot compete with Canada. The 
taxation in America is high—(hear, hear) 
—the rates of wages eo high—(hear, hear) 
that it is impossible, according to some of 
tho best American authorities, for them 
any longer to continue a snecéssful com- 
petition with Canada. What is. the posi- 
tion of Canada ? If we are to be fed from 
beyond our shores it is at least a satisfac— 
tion that we should be ted by Her Majesty's 
subjects. Tho situation of Canada is most 
peculiar. Since the surrender of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company and the settlement of 
their affairs, the Dominion of Canada be- 
came possessed of what I might almost de- 
scribe as an illimitable wilderness of fertile 
Jand. Now, a very peculiar ‘arcumstance 
to be noted is that the Dominion of Cana, 
da is not in favor of peasant proprietors. 
(Hear, hear.) What the Dominion of 
Canada wishes to institute is a great yeo- 
man class: It has legislated for that pur- 
pose ; and let us see what is their legisla— 
tion, Every honest man, of fair character, 
who goes to Canada, has a right to apply 
to the Government agent, to claim, and to 
obtain, a quarter section of land, which 
consists of 160 acres, which he receives on 
the condition that at the end of three years 
he shall have reducedit to perfect cultiva— 
tion ; that in the interval lie will raise a 
substantial building on theland, At the 
end of three years a Government inspec- 
tor visits his allotment, and if he has ful- 
filled the conditions he is permitted to re- 
ceive another quarter section cf 160 acres, 
and on payment ofa dollar an acre,and on 
no greater payment even if the value of 
land in the interval,bad greatly increased, 
‘Thus the yeoman was launched, you will 
observe, but from the first moment this is 
not a small business. The holder of an al- 
lotment must deal with hired labor. Hired 
labor is less in Canada than in the United 
States. In the United States the rudest 
labourer you can conceive would get 12s. a 
week, anda skilled labourer 16s. or 18s. 
The first thing that a yeoman does is to 
calculate the value of his freehold, which 
will depend on the amount he has paid 
during those six years of hired labour, the 
amount expended on building,and the hard 
money paid down for the last quarter sec- 
tion, and at 4 per cent. he writes off the 
interest. What is that rent? (Hear hear.) 
I will mention a very curious circumstance 
which I haye heard from the very highest 
authority, Some years ago the cultivation 
—the extreme cultivation—of the Western 
States alarmed this country by effecting 
prices. The production, which was ex- 
treme, has been reduced one-third gener- 
ally speaking, and the same States one- 
half of the chief pioneers, who advanced 80 | 
greatly the ouitivation of theextreme Wes- 
tern States of America, have sold their 
farms, and sold them at thirty-eight or 
forty dollars an acre, and therefore you 
will see there is a basis of rent included 
in such an arrangement. They are now 
reparing to the illimitable wilderness. of 
Canada. You ask me what is my_inter— 
ence? It isa practical one, and I think 
you will, upon reflection, deem it to be a 
wise one—that when you are ‘suffering 
from foreign competition itis wise not to 
take precipitate steps, aud to take care 
that you do not conclude that that is per- 
manent which is only transitory, especially 
when we seé circumstances so transitory 
that the yery place of competition is doubt- 
ful. When you hear through me—I will 
not say from me—that Canada expects to 
he completely successful in beating tho 
United States from the European markets, 
is it wise for us not to take precipitate steps. 
I have hai an opportunity Jately of con- 
yersing with a gentleman who may be con- 
sidered the highest authority in this matter, 
which is as political, I might almost say, 
as statesmanship.. Tie told me he was 
quite perplexed, after the deepest enquiry, 
as to what would be the result to Canada, 
if two hundred million ucres of the wilder- 
ness were gradoally brougkt into cultiva- 
tion, He said there weresome whothought 
that America would be destroyed in that 
case, As regarded Canada itself, ho said 
that if the influx of population wore to go 
on, and these fertile acres placed at their 
disposal ho could not tell what would be 
the consequence, ‘hat population would 
demand not only sustenance, but extraya- 
gant and oxtreme sustenance, as | always 
happons—for example in California, ond 
wherever money was made quickly; and 
for his part, he said, he should not be ast 
tonislied, because of the impulsive charac- 
ter of humanity in the United States, if 
that wilderness which now so alarms us 
would soon be oocupied by consuming mil- 
lions.

Another illustration of tho roligiona habits 
of the English whon from home occurred last 
summor, We were at the “Crown Hotel,” 
among the English lakes, and af.er the company 
were seated at a table d’hoto dinner, the tables 
making an around two sides of the large 
room, and well filled, the head waiter came to 
mo, and asked if I was not a minister. I 
roplied that Iwas. *Won't you please give us 
a blessing ?” said he. I told him to ask my 
friend, referring to the Rey Dr, Hogo of Rich 
mond, and he complied, At tho close of an 
hour or more, whilst all wero still at tho table, 
tho head waiter again cams to mo, and snid,

dono before, thanks wero returned, Wyorybody 
was respectful, and the thing scemed to be no 
more than was thoir usage, I would suggest 
that Americans'will do well to fellow the good 
Buglish example.

AN EVENING IN WESTMINISTER 
ABBEY.

‘The evening in question was ono Snn- 
day in last July. It had been ‘announced 
that Canon Warrar was to preach in tho 
nave at 7 ¥. m.and I had been informed 
that the music on that occasion would be 
a less important feature than usual in 
these Sunday evening services. But anxious 
as L was to hear the author of the ‘Life of 
Christ,” and knowing from experience the 
danger ot dolay, I started early, reaching 
the Abboy about ten minutes past six. The 
long nave was already half full, and people 
wore streaming in by hundreds. It was 
interesting to look around on the faces 
of the ever increasing throng. Of course 
the vast majority were those of Bnglish 
men and women of all classes and ranks, 
clergymen, morchants, lawyers, farmers 
from the country, laborers from the city, 
all so quiet and so pationt in their waiting. 
A hum of yoices that one so often hears in 
a church or hall before the opening of ser- 
vice seemed qnite wanting here. Whether 
or not this silence, broken only by the 
tread of the inpouring crowd, was due to 
respect for the house of God, or only to the

It 
waa not showy, like the musical fire-worka 
one s0 often hears in the closing voluntary, 
It was majestic playing, full of feoling and 
of enthusiasm—the triumph and reverence 
of the Hallelujah Chorus. Now and then 
t) some grand harmony with the fall organ 
succeeded a soft sweet melody on tle Vox 
Humana, that mado me feel sure the boys 
im white were once more singing. . but the 
boys in white had doffed their robes and 
disappeared. 

Meanwhilo the gas was being extinguish- 
od jot by jet, beginning from the east end, 
One ott seo the darkness creeping along 
the lofty yaults and ghostly monuments, 
just behind the departing throng. Arch 
after arch sank into the darkness and 
mystery of the night, while the organ con- 
tinned its song. It seemed as if the choir 
away inthe distance were full of music, 
that surged over the screen in great billows 
and rolled along from end to end of the 
church, As the last jot was turnod off, the 
last chord sounded from the organ with an 
unearthly crash, and silonce and night set- 
tled over the arches and columns, the dead 
kings aud poets and prelates; aud the last 
lingering group of worshippers stopped out 
into the glare and noise of the London 
Streets. 


fact that the audience were mostly 
strangers to each other, it was a very 
pleasing thing. Now and then,in the fea- 
tures, the Bae or the dress of some stran- 
ger as he walked up the narrow aisle be- 
tween the seats, I could recognize a fellow- 
countryman, for London was at that time 
full ot Americans, 


As time passed, and the naye and aisles 
about me became so crowded that my at- 
tention was no longer distracted or at- 
tracted by passing new-comers, my eyes 
wandered over the oxtent of the old Abbey 
church, I had seen it many a time before 
but it seemed to have some new beauty 
for me at every yisit, The gas had by this 
time been lit in the nave—not in the choir, 
which was closed, as the choir-boys chant- 
ed at the east end of the nave—but as yet 
it burned pale and yellow, fora few rays 
of the evening sun streamed through the 
clerestory windows and lit up the high 
vault and arches with a golden tracery.Lut 
the side aislés'were tust sinking into the 
gloom, and so was tho distant choir be- 
yond the screen ; and white marble monu- 
ments on the walls around me, with their 
weeping cherubs and their angels, and 
pagan gods and demi-gods, and stone 
clouds and waves, were losing their absurd 
ugliness and becoming weird and ghost- 
like in the dusk. Then the service began, 
and the opening passages intoned and the 
sweet “Amen” that followed awoke me 
from my hulf reverie and reminded me of 
the worship that I had come to take part 
in, 

Without attemptins to describe every de- 
tail of the services 1 must pause to remark 
that the chantingfof the Te Deum and the 
the singing of the Psalm to music from 
Mezart’s famed ‘“Twelth Mass’ seemed less 
earthly and more beautiful than anything 
I had ever heard before in any place of 
worship. The midnight mass in St. Eus- 
tache at Paris which I attended last Christ- 
mas eve, may have bean more artistic. 
musically, but it was in a dead tongue,and 
highly theatrical in msny ways. Here 
hundreds joined with the choir both in 
chant, and song, making a service of the 
whole people and not a few prelates in 
robes. I must confess however, that I 
did not enjoy the reading of the Lossons 
by Dean Stanley. To make {one’s self 
understood throngh the whole extent of the 
Abbey nave is no easy thing; it xequires 
good vecal organs, a clear enucation, and 
somewhat slow utterance. The Dean pos- 
essses the’latter, but his yoiee andjenuncia- 
tion are not adapted to the place; and from 
my seat, aboutjhalf way down the naye, 
I found the greatest difficuly in catch- 
ing even the substances of the passages 
yead. 

Such was not the case, however, with 
Ganon Farrar’s sermon, which was del- 
ivered with clear, full voice and great dis- 
tinctness. ‘he general subject of the dis- 
course was man's fear of the death and the 
graye;butit disappointed me. It was elegant 
in rhetorice, and sometimes realy eloquent 
but it seemed to me somewhat labored— 
not the simple, earnest outpouring of 
the mind and heart that Ij had looked for, 
It made upen my mind a less lasting im- 
pression than almost any of the sermons 
1 heard in England during my five weok's 
stay. ‘This may have been, and verz 
probably was, due, however, to semothing 
in myself or to extravagant expectdtions 
called up by the fame of the preacher. 


The sermon was followed by tho cus- 
tomory exercises of the evening service, 
closing with the Hallelujah Ohorus. I 
had heard that most majestic of Handel's 
choruses many times before, sung by tho 
fresh, sweet yoicos of hundreds of school- 
children or poured fourth grandly by a 
great throng of well-trained singers, and 
its evory strain was familiar tomo, But 
as Theard it in Westminster Abbey it 
scomed to take ona mow grandeur and 
meaning. And what more appropriate 
place could bo chosen in which to sing it tg 
“Bor the Lord God omnipotent reigneth 
came peatling from that choix in white, ae- 
companied by the superb organ amid the 
shadows behind tho rood-soreon ; whilo 
around us wero silent yet  spoaking me- 
morials of thoso by whom Ho had oxe- 
cutod many of his vast dosigns among this 
groat nation, ‘King of kings and Lord of 
lords”—-and the stone) efligies of kings 
and lords of the realm,long since doad and 
buried,by their marblo silence gaye assent, 
Tho sun had long since set and the higher 
parts of tho church werd wrapped in a 
gloom that was both grand and mystorious 
and through which could just be discorned 
tho molded ribs of tho vault, in weird con- 
trast to the bright light that fell from the 
low range of gas-jots on the densoly packed 
audience below. Up in thoso mysterions 
heights the triumphant musio rolled until 
it seomed not to como from two-soore 
yoices at one end of the nave bat to fill 
tho whole longth and brodth and height of 
the edifice. “And he shall , reign 
for over and oyor,” Vour conturies 
ang more this church has boen standing 
firm and unshaken; but when it shall have 
crumblod to dust ho shall still bo reigning. 
Hallolujah !

PAINNOP MINISTER pDiM 


OF ReLGIPROOITY PROTACTION AND 


TH BUSINESS REVIVAL OF CANADA, 


Sir Leonard Tilloy, Minanco Minister of 


the Dominion of Canada, was at tho Fifth 

Avonuo Hotol yosterday, and in the course 

of & convorsation with a Lerald roporter 

tho honorable g@itloman gave expression 

to somo intoresting viows ax to the pro- 

sont protective policy of Canada, and | 
topies inore or less connected with it. 


“Tait true,” asked tho reportor, "that the 
Oabinot intond to adopt a modification of 
your proteotivo policy ?" 


“No, was Sir Leonard's reply; “as 
fay a8 Wo can judge at prosont theso, 
statomonts aro moroly rumors. Tho Cabi- 


not will maintain the policy as it atands 
now.” | 

"Ie the tomper of tho Canadian pooplo 
not fayorablo to such modification 2" 

“No; tho pooplo aro woll watisflod with | 
its rosulte thus far. Ofcourse in Montroal | 
and in the upper provinces gonorally this ! 
satisfaotion is more marked than in the | 
lower provinces, whore the manufacturing | 
interest is as yet much smaller, and where 
oapital which thero has beon largely inves- 
tedin shipping, has been suffering so. 
groatly that has thus far failed to go so as | 
oxtensivoly into manufactnres as it will, 
But I predict that in twelve months the 
good rosult of our protective pohoy will bo 
as marked in the lower provinces as they 
are in Montreal and Ontario, 

BUSINESS REVIVAL IN CANADA. 


“In what have thoso results manifested 
themselves so far, Sir Leonard?" 

“Well, our severe business doprossion 
in Canada is over, and an ora of great ro- 
vival of business has set in with us as with 
you. The gentleman who was talking 
with me when I received your card waa 
just giving me another proof of it. He 
ropresonts one of the loading railways of 
Canada, and says ho has just como here to ! 
loase more oars, as the road he represents 
is unable to move the immonse amount of 
freight going over its line. 

“May not this increase of businoss be 
accounted for by your large crops?" 

“Of course, good crops will help any 
country, Your good crops are no doubt 
helpiug you greatly in your present revival 
But there is something more than that in 
our revival of business. Manufactures are 
boginning to feol the stimulus which our 
protective policy is giving them. At first 
of course, they do not feel itin so marked 
a degree as they will by and by. When 
the presont tariff went first into effect we 
had on hand large quantities of stock in 
every description of trade, and it takes 
some timo to dispose of these, The full 
beneficent effect of our policy will probab- 
ly not be felt until next year.” 


RECIPROCITY STILL DESIRABLE. 


“Are you so wedded to your policy that 
you regard it preferable to a fair reciprocity 
between the two countries ?”’ 

“Not at all. We agroe that a fair re- 
ciprocity would be more advantageous for 
both countries, and are still open — to any 
proposition which the United States Goy- 
ernment make to us. You know that the 
last proposed treaty was rejected by your 
Senate because they feared it would allow 
English manufactured goods to be brought 
in an unfinished condition to Oanada, and 
thence free of duty into the United States, 
to the injury of your own manufactures, I 
think that was a groundless fear, but still 
the Senate probably supposed they knew 
best their duty toward the Ameriqan peo- 
ple. We are ‘perfectly willing and are 
ready at any moment, and have the au- 
thority’of Parliament to meet the United 
States half-way in any proposed plan of 
reciprocity regarding the natural produe- 
tions of the two countries, and to reduce 
our tariff in precisely the same proportion 
as you reduce it, or, to abolish the duty al-

THE PROPOSED BASIS. 

“On any article?” 

“Oh, no, that would hardly bo fare. 
Take, for instance, corn. It might be well 
enough for the United States Government 
to say to us, ‘You admit our corn free of 
duty and we'll admit yours,’ for Canada 
only inports corn and does not export it. 
Again it would be unfair for us to say to 
the United States Government, ‘You ad- 
mit our barley free and we'll admit yours,’ 
for that is an article of preduce in which 
we doal solely for exportation, No, reci- 
procity would have to be established on 
some fair and equitable basis, as, for in- 
stance, was that of the treaty of 1854. Our 
present tariff has been called a prohibitive 
one. As a matter of fact, it is not over 
Bity per cent. os high as yours, with the 
Sole exception of woollen goods.” 

‘IT IS YOUR TURN Now.” 


“Has anything been done recently. to 
bring the two countries together ? 

“The Government of Canada haye on 
two or three occasions approached the 
United States Government on the subject, 
but always unsuccessfully, and, having 
taken authority from the Parliament of 
Canada to deal with certain articles of pro- 
duction of both countries, we prefer wuit- 
ing tho advances of our American neiy .- 
It is your turn now.” 

“Has your present visit to Washington 
any reference to this subject ?”’ 

‘None whatever.” 

“What is the present current of trade 
betweon Canada and the United States ?” 

“The imports from the United States 
havo inoreased for the last five yeara, while 
our imports from England have fallon off 
nearly fifty per cent. during the same 
period,” 

“What is the cause of this remarkable 
change ?” 

“ Your manufacturers have found a mar- 
ket for their surplus stock in Canada at 
reduced prices, underselling in many cases 
the English manufacturers, and, as a con- 
Sequence, diminishing the operations of 
our own manufacturers. What we are do- 
ing at prosent is really to save our infant 
Canadian industries,” 

“ Have you heard tho rumor that Seore- 
tary Evarts is in favor of a zollverein (tariff 
union) between the two countries, thus 
practically uniting them as far as the tariff 
18 concerned ?” 

“T do not know what Mr. Evarts’ views 
are on the subject,” and Sir Leonard Tilley 
smiled significantly, as though he knew a 
good deal more than ho cared to say.

The king, 
in a rage, put down the cup which he held in 
his hand and hurried ot with his people to 
attack tho boar ; but, being too eager, the boar 
rushed upon bim, and killed him without his 
having tasted of the wine. Such is the story 
related by some of the Greek writers, and though 
evidently apocryphal, certainly is productive 
of a good practica® moral.

But 
the romance of truth is more startling than 
fiction. The same idea has been put in more 
¢pigrammatic phrase, but the illustration of it 
has never been more briefly or effectively set 
forth than it is in Forbes’ simple despatch.”

FATTENING HOGS. 


If hogs have been properly deve loped, 


in fattening, which are too frequontly dir |F 
regarded, and indifferent success is the re\- 
sult. In the firét place cléanlinesy sliould 
distinguish the enclosure. Hogs will not 
fatten satisfactorily in a filthy miro, .nor 
where they are compelled or permitted to 
drink impure water, which will be most 
likely the cese in an enclosure that is wot 
and miry. Itis a good plan when it is 
possible, to have good surface drainageo,but 
atall events let some means be devised to 
insure dryness, and let there be a good 
supply ot good wholesome water. 

It is somewhat difficult to determine tho 
Spacé which the enclosure shonld occupy, 
but is enongh to say that it should be sufii- 
ciently large to promote the comfort of the 
animal, At this season and until cold wea- 
ther they should be allowed to run freely 
on grass, for in the first stages of ‘fattening

The sudden changs from bulky diet, such

or other fat producing food, and not allow: 
ed to ran on grass at the'satie time. 

When cold weather comes,and the hogs 
are taken from the pasture, they will not 
need a yery large enclosure, but. the pen 
should be dry and warm, and so ‘arranged 
that the sleeping apartmentis distinct trom 
where the auimals leave their droppings, 
The hog is a cleanly animal; ifho+ has ja 
chance to be s0,and it never leaves its drop- 
pings whore it sleeps, if it can preyent it, 
Any intelligent person must cortaimly’ per- 
ceive the danger of compelling the’ animal 
to live in its own filth or in ‘any Alth, 9A 
great many of the various diseases, . which 
for convenience perhaps, or probably often 
in ignorance dre called “cholera,” spring 
from this sort of treatment. 

In the matter of feeding ‘concentrated 
foods, the animal should be fed.up to the 
amount.it will cat, and then regularly fed 
all that it willeat up clean, and no more, 
The animal neyer should be surfeited, but 
just be given enough. It should come to 
every meal with a keen appetite. If we 
will pause to think-what-surfeiting “really 
tmeans, we willreadily see why it should 
be avoided. If we ourselves, become sur- 
feited, we know that our system becomes 
prostrated to some degree, and that we do 
not feel well, especially in the presence of 
food. It is the same with the’ hog. His 
condition when surteited 1s reslly more «or 
less a conditiom of ill-health. , The best re- 
Bults.do not depend so much upon the 
quantity fed as they do upon the quantity 
properly digested and assimulated, When 
a hog refuses to eat from any cause, for a 
single day, it is set back several days. 
Good feeding consists in simply giving all 
the hog will eat without destroying its ap- 
petite. 

After feeding for fattening has once been 
begun, there should be a steady increase up 
to the point of sufficiency, and never a -de- 
crease, Corn of course is the principal 
food, but it is advisable to feed cooked po- 
tatoes and pumpkins, mixed with mill- 
stuffs, once a day. Plenty of trough room 
is a necessity, and plenty of pure water 
should be supplied twice uday. The hog 
will drink a great deal of. water, as tho 
practical hog-raiser well knows. The 
greatest care should be exercised to so feed 
that the animal will net be compelled to 
eat filth as well as his tood,. If corn is fed 
it should be fod’ upon a dry floor when pos- 
sible, Neither good’ pork or mucli of it can 
come from feeding filth. The salting of 
hogs is a yery important matter, and they 
will not, and can not, Go well without a 
regular supply of salt, and can be given in 
ground oats’—which is an ‘excellent fat- 
producing food—or inthe cooked ‘mixture 
mentioned above; j

A LIGHT IN THE WINDOW. 


Off the coast of one of the Orkney Is- 
lands, and right opposite tho harbor, stood 
alone rock, against which, in stormy 
nights, the boats ot returning fishermen 
struck and lost.

Now 
the question lis—how conserve the good infldy 
ence of the annual vacation? . Whcre labor has 
been intense and toil continues unremittent, 
@ two weeks’ respite will avail but little against 
fifty weeks of labor past and prospective. 

We believe in the annual yacation. But we 
also believe there is a more excellent way then 
to trust that alone—please mark the emphasis 
—for the preservation’ of healthy!vigor.; That 
better way we have indicated in the title toour 
article. The yearly vacation is good; add to 
the yearly a daily vacation, and yor are ‘sale 
from overwork. 

Our thought is this: every one, particularly 
every brain-worker, needs a period every day 
when he will give himself up to some enjoyable 
occupation, as differout as possible from his 
ordiuary pursuits. ‘> think two things ought 
to be emphasized, ths \acievy and the cnjoy- 
ableness, Tho sedentary man will most likely 
fiud some form of Lolily exercise the most 
u-efu), Ifitcan be taken in the open air so 
much the better. But in the case, rest will be 
found in ‘as complete a chang; of o; cupation 
as pS idle, more real rest than in mere idleness, 

But to yiclilits best effects the oscupiution 
must lo oojtyable.: If you walk because that 
is felt, to be.w good fo:m. of exercise, you will 
dotbtless reovive benefit therefrom. If you 
thoroughly enjoy your walk, you reteive vastly 
more goo. 

We can lay down uo universal law. . Each 
one must detérmine what will best suit his 
temperament, tlio time “at his dispd-a', his 
aptitudes: and circumstances. » Only if we are 
careful to secure each day an interval for some 
real recreation, we. will find that we can do 
moro work, with more éase, and remove tho 
danger of breaking down from overwork, ‘which 
is the standiag menace of mon of conscientious 
activity in these hurrying molern days.—

We heartily approve of the step that 
has been taken, but somewhat doubt a 
successful issue. ‘This canal project dates 
back a good many years. When the country 
was first sottled British engincers and 
military men, who y.<ited this locality, at 
once recognized the i:nportance of such a 
work, and strongly recommended the out- 
ting of the ‘canal across the “Carrying 
Placo,”’ as tho isthmns is called in our locol 
nomenclature. These representations had 
the effect of inducing the Government of 
the time to set aside a certain portion of 
land for the:purpose of defraying the ox- 
penses of the work, in whole or part. Un- 
doubtedly the principal object in view at 
that time had reference to military matters. 
We had just beon at war with the United 
States, and the reasonable supposition was 
that we would be engaged in hostilities 
with the same power again. The ¢éanal 
would afford an almost unexposell passage 
for vessels sailing from one extremity of 
Lake Ontario to the other. With the de- 
yolopment of friendly relations, however, 
interest in the project seemed to decline. 
Spasmodic efforts have been made from 
time to time to“‘work up the case,’’but with 
indifferent success. 

Theimportahce of such a canal, in a 
commercial point of view, is undisputed. 
Especially to the people of this city and 
vicinity,the comiplotion of the work would be 
of immense benefit. The distance.to be cut 
through is, wo belieye,not more than three- 
quarters ofa mile. Thisis a small barrier 
in the way of so necessary an enterprise. 
It is possible, however, that the rocky for-

THE GAS MONOPOLY, 


To the Editor of the OnrAnio, 

Dear Sir,—Since my last communica- 
tion, I find the wages of the men at the 
Gas Works have been reduced one dollar 
each (per week), and when we take into 
consideration that these men work ninety 
hours per week for the magnificent sum of 
$7, we must congratulate the Directory 
for their economy. Well, we will now go 
outside ot the Gas Works proper, and 
find some more employment for our figur- 
es. First, the cost of lighting [the street 
lamps is— one lamp-lighter $7 per week— 
$864 per year; one lamp lighter at $5 per 
week $260 per year ; a Managing Director 
at $1,000 per year. This closes our regu- 
lar outside expenses, There isa Collector and 
Book-keeper, {occasionally employed, but 
with gas sold at $8.50 to those who require 
the services of a Collector, we may well 
leave that item out; and as the Book-Keep- 
eris permanently employed in the store of 
the Managing-Director, and knowing that 
gentleman’s economy in gas matters, we 
may as well look very lightly on this item 
also, as we have got a very good offset to 
both in the chargos made by the Company 
for the services of their gas-fitter, whom 
they pay $7 per week, but charge $2 per 
day for his time to the public.

MORNING DESPATCHES. 

Onryenne, Oct. 25.—The report that 
Unitah Utes were on the war path is con- 
firmed by private telegram. The Governor 
has telegraphed for military assistance. 

New Or.eans, Oct. 25.—Capt. Diaz of 
the Havana steamer ““Noueyo Pojaro" says 
at the time the steamer was burned there 
were on board, in addition to the officers 
and crew, four merchants. All supposed 
lost, ai.d of 18 soldiers only one saved. Of 
the officers,Capt. Diaz and first and second 
mates were rescued. Only 18 of a crew of 
forty-two were sayed, The total number 
aboard the steamer was 659 souls. The 
watch was being changed at 4 a.m., Oct. 
18th, and the officers were joking, when 
the cry of fire was heard. The heat was 
extreme, and the command was passed to 
“veer ship.’ This gave no relief, how- 
ever, and the engineers were stifled to 
death at the engines, and the steamer still 
moved on. This fanned the fire into the 
wildest fury. The men wero dreadfully 
burned at the pumps, and all abandoned 
them in the ‘wildest terror. Officers were 
no longer heard or obayed. The utmost 
disorder and insubordination followed. 
Boats were lowered only to be crushed be- 
neath the wheels. The Captain, while 
endeavoring to prevent a like disaster to a 
boat on the larboard side, was hurled head- 
foremost into the water. Ifany one was 
saved by the boats, the Captain thinks it 
must have been those astern, [Everybody 
now sprang into the water, preparing to 
meet death. The sea was black with 
human beings clinging desperately to pieces 
of wood, The steamer soon burned to the 


water's edge and disappeared. Many were 
almost devoid of clothing ; others were en- 
tirely naked. The second officer when 
rescuing the steamers light was seen, He 
called upon the men to gathor together the 
little power they had left, and shout as 
they were able. It was this weak cry of 
almost dying men that saved them.

O'HARA VS, LANCASHIRE INS. CO, 


This case, which has been triod at the 
present Assizes, illustrates forcibly the 
dangers of hasty legislation, and how 
cautiously any law which, in any way af- 
fects trial by Jury, should bo approached 
by the Legislature. Tho present law en- 
ables the presiding Judze to submit cer— 
tain questions in writing to the Jury, in- 
stead of asking them to find a verdict for 
Plaintiff or Defendant, and upon the an- 
swers being returned by the Jury,the Judge 
then draws the inference from the answers 
as to which the Jury intended to find, and 
enters the verdict} without} any reference 
whatever to the Jury, in accordance with 
the inference he has drawn. Indeed, no 
opportunify is given counsel to explain to 
the Jury what the questions really mean. 

In the preeent case, the twelve men who 
compcese the Jury, immediately after the 
trial had closed, arfd as scen vr tliey uuder- | 
stood thata verdict had been entered by 
the Judge for the Defendant, declared that 
the intention of the entire Jury was to find 
for the Plaintiff for the sum of $500; and 
that in answering the questions they in- 
tended to say that the husband of Plaintiff 
had not becn guilty of fraud, while the in- 
ferenco drawn from the answers by the 
Judge was directly contrary to their in- 
tention,—namely, that the husband bad 
bern pnilty of fraud. Ono of the Jurors 
foleweu ibe Judge to his hotel,and inform- 
ed him of the error, and we learn that all 
the Jnrors have signed a protest against 
the verdict. Yet it is impossible to change 
the verdict without an expensive applica- 
tion to the Cuurt next term. 

The learned Judge Unquestionably per- 
formed his}duty,and didjnotexcecd his pre- 
rogative, but the case exemplifies the great 
danger of submitting questions and taking 
for granted that the questions are fully 
understood by lhe Jury, when the actual 
fact is they have not beon understood. It

A STARTLING STORY. 


REPORTED MURDER BY AN ONTARIO FARMER—THE 
BODY CARRIED TO THE WOODS AND BURIED— 
THE TORY AS TOLD BY THE SON OF ACCUSED, 


Daring the past few days rumors have been 
rife in Blanchard and part of the. adjoining 
Township of Osborne, in Perth Co., that a farm- 
er living south of Woodham had murdered a 
man and concealed the body of the victim in the 
Weods. The story of the crime, according to 
the St, Mary’s Journal, appears to have been 
first related by a young boy, a son of the alleged 
mufderer, ‘who ‘told’ his play-fellows at school. 
the terrible details of the fiendish crime. The 
lad’s story briefly is this: That a short time 
since a man with a long beard falling down-to 
his breast came to his father’s barn in the 
evening, that his father shot him and robbed him 
of a silver watch and what money the victim 
had on hig person. He then asked his wife to 
assist him in conyeying the body to the woods 
for concealment, and upon her refusal the pirl 
helped him todo sv. The body was afterwards, 
it is said, placed ina leg pile and burned. 
The people who live in the neighborhood of the 
place where the murder is said’ to have been 
committed, state that on the night of the 
alleged murder they heard a shot fired, and 
this circumstance to some extent corroborates 
the Jad’s story.. Another suspicious ciroum 
stance is that it is said the boy has not been 
permitted to go about since he made the 
startling revelations of the supposed murder. 
Whether there has been murder done or not 
of course ig at-present a matter of conjecture 
but the authorities should at once take such 
steps as will clear up the mystery. hero has 
been a streng feeling among the peoplé in the 
vicinity of the place where the crime is stated 
to have peen perpetrated, and it has beon pro- 
posed to institute a search, but as yet nothing 
has been done. It seems almost incredible 
that a boy of eight years could draw upon his 
imagination and concoct such a dreadful story, 
and tell it with such during minuteness, At pre- 
sent the names are withheld, but the party who 
is alleged to have done the foul dead owos it to 
himself and the community to have the horrible 
story connected with his name, and on which 
it pluces such a frightful stain, at once clsared 
up. ‘Lhe authorities shonld at once move iu 
the matter.—Hamilton Times.

The ico movntain of Preston county, 
West Virginia, is a great natural curiosity. 
A rocont visitor says: 

Wo went to Rowesburg, then by team 
three miles up Cheat River, past Vicks- 
burg, and came outupon the Northwestern 
pike. Following it two miles west we came 
to the ice mountain, situated on the right 
flank of Flank Run, one-halt mile from the 
pike. A picnic party was being held at the 
base of the mountain. After rofreshing 
ourself witha very cold drink of water from 
the Twin Springs, we ascended the side of 
the mountain for some distance and ar- 
rived at the ice field. It is claimed that 
the ico mountain was discovered by some 
soldiors in the spring of 1861. \Its dis- 
covery was afterwards reported again, but 
persons supposed tho discoverer was. only 
trying to hoax some one intomaking a 
fruitless trip up the mountain. No credence 
was given to the story until lately, when 
responsible parties visited the locality. 

On the vorth side of the mountain about 
a quarter of an acre is covered with a mass 
of loose unstratified rooks, none of whi¢h 
are of ‘any § considerable *sizé, All 
was covered with a hoavy mass of mosa, 
which now is all torn off, No treo. grows 
upon it, only here and there a few small 
bushes. Removing the loose ‘rdck ice is 
discovered in ‘small quantities.” A J thers 
momoeter etood 90 degreesin. the! sun, 80 
degrees in the shade, und 48 degrees when 
placed im the rocks on the ice in their crey- 
ices. A cold air 1s probont in ‘thé crevices, 
but no strong, freezing currents, as reports 
od.

"We suppose, from obsorvation,, that, the

wovld.form ice in just the manner we find 
it.

Mr, F. P. Mackelcan, C.E., of Montreal, 
has written a pamphlet of forty pages with 
the abore title, which has been published 
by the Lovell Printing and Publishing Co. 
The author is an experienced Engineer, 
haying seryed on important missions in 
London, Eng., during the last cholera 
epidemic in that city. His ability to dis- 
cuss the sanitary conditions of the people 
of Montreal and other cities of Canada is 
manifest, and his command of good Eng- 
lish makes his remarks doubly interesting. 

It isa mistake to suppose that all the 
sickness in a city arises from bad sanitary 
conditions. Weare all more or less de- 
fectiye, and a large majority have inherited 
imperfect organizations. To this may be 
added a great deal of dissipation which 
further undermines many of us. There is 
also ill-health from a variety of adulterated 
foods; this arises from our defective 
morals. The sanitary engineer has no 

remedy for these things. 

There may be said to be at least three 
classes of epidemics. First, wo have those 
that arisé from what may be called chemi- 
cal poison, in air, in water, or in food, af- 
fecting a large number from a similar 
cause, without its being possible for one 
person to communicate the disease to an- 
other, Second, we have epidemics due to 
organisms or their germs, but of such a 
slow moving character as to need convey- 
ance. Third, we have similar epidemios, 
except that the contagion is so volatile as 
to be wafted along in the breeze. 

It is in cities and crewded haunts, un- 
dcubtedly, that man prepares a nursery 
garden for the germs of disease. We must, 
however, correct a pepular ‘opinion which 
attributes to foul odors or their sources the 
mischief that is bred in cities. Odors, 
whether pleasant or unpleasant, are not 
sure indications, for odors exist of beth 
kinds withont germs or chemical poison, 
while there may be no odors when both 
are present. No one can smell ague in the

Wherever, then, we find 
foulness of odor from bad drainage, filthy 
buck yards, and impure cellars, or houses 
teneated by poverty with its usual con- 
comitants, we may expect to find a camp- 
ing greund for epidemic disases, 

To remeye the gross and visible wasto, 
whether fluid or solid, ig gonerally ap: 
proved; but there is another waste that we 
accumulate. It is the waste that saturates 
unpainted floors and porous walls and coil- 
irgs. The exhalations from flood, from 
storage of things convertible into food, from 
human bodies, whether from skin or lungs, 
from excreta, and at times from the sick 
and dying. Cholera has always found its 
camping ground where domestic habits 
have rendered buildings impure, and has 
by no means been governed by what is 
termed drainage.
